The following from yesterday’s Cour- 
ier-Journal will be good news to every- 
body— both British and Boer sympa- 
thizers: The Boers surrendered to the 
British at Pretoria, Saturday night. 
The terms were signed by the Boer 
representatives and Lords MUner and 
Kitchener. The news was cabled to 
London Sunday by Lord Kitchener, and 
was received there with great rejoic- 
ing. The olHclal sutement of the terms 
of the surrender bos been given out, 
but W. T. Stead says the capitulation 
woe not unoondltlonaL n°<f that the 
Boers will receive a large Indemnity 
with which to build their homes. The 
Boer war began Oct. 11, 1899. It bss 
oost Great Britain nearly 81,000,000, 000 
and the lives of 22,206 soldiers, besides 
73,982 wounded and Invalided home.
